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STATE MEETING BRINGS CONVENTION NEW 


Some two hundred representatives from 
almost every part of the state attended the 
Annual Meeting of the California State 
Horsemen’s Association in San Francisco 
on February 11. President Heber Brown 
represented our organization in the absence 
of Fred Bemis, MHA delegate. 

Discussion centered about the conven- 
tion in Palm Springs next Fall, and brought 
up several points vital to the MHA. While 
a detailed report appears in the State mag- 
azine, “The Horseman,” for March, a sum- 
mary follows: 


CONVENTION CLASSES 


Breeding Classes, Quarter Racing: Ray 
Stone, reporting action from the Executive 
Committee, proposed that breeding classes 
and quarter horse racing be eliminated 
from ‘the 1950 show at Palm Springs, be- 
cause of lack of stalls to care for breeding 
horses, and because there is no track. The 
group present were not willing to accept 
this recommendation without discussion in 
their own clubs, and further inquiry into 
ways to include these two events. 

Cutting Horses: To be a Blue Ribbon 
event—no regional eliminations. 

Gaited Horses: These classes to be elim- 
inated. Because other shows offering 
money prizes are scheduled at about the 
same time, it has been the experience of 
the Executive Committee that owners pre- 
fer not to exhibit at the Convention. 

GYMKHANA EVENTS 

Stake Race: A new event—a race around 
four stakes placed in the position of a 
square. 

Ring Spearing: Same rules as at the 
1949 Convention, with one practice run for 
each participant. 

DRILL TEAMS 

Slight reapportionment of percentages 
given for “briskness” and “variety in man- 
euvers;” 10% now given for “spacing.” 
(Drill teams should write Joe Massone, 
Region 5 Vice-President, Rte. 1, Box 310, 
Walnut Creek, for Drill Team judging.)

Other Annual Meeting business included 
a plea from CSHA’s Past President, Ed 
Zwierlein, for funds so that we may receive 
some consideration from the state legisla- 
tors. At the present time, Ed stated, they 
are very much inclined to deny our request 
for funds to continue the State Trail.
